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Electric bills to 

Jackson Energy residential customers will soon see 
their monthly electric bills increase by $2.35, with an 
additional $4 per month added by September of next 
year. 

The increases are the result of two separate cases 
approved recently by the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC). 

In a February 20 order, the commission approved a 
partial renovation of a coal-burning plant owned by 
Jackson Energy’s electric supplier, East Kentucky 
Power (EKP). 

The $ 15 million renovation of EKP’s Cooper Power 
Plant in Pulaski County will reduce emissions, and put 
it into compliance with federal air quality standards. 
Residential customers will see a .35 cents increase 
on their environmental surcharge because of the up¬ 
grade. 

Last Thursday, the PSC approved a 4.6 percent in¬ 
crease, or $4.11 million in annual revenue, increase in 
monthly charges for Jackson Energy. 

The increase was attributed to a deteriorating finan¬ 
cial situation for the utility, the PSC said in a press 
release. 

“We felt a cost adjustment that would not impact elec¬ 
tric usage, which is often determined by weather, was 
the best solution for Jackson Energy and our members,” 
said Jackson Energy President and CEO Carol Wright in 
a written statement to the Enterprise. “This will result in 


increase $635 

just over a 5% increase in revenue for Jackson Energy, 
and our members will know in advance exactly how 
much the charge will be each month on the bill.” 

In the same statement, Jackson Energy spokesperson 
Karen Combs said, “The residential customer charge 
adjustment will be implemented in three stages - a $2 
increase effective March 1, and showing up on the April 
bill, raising the charge to $12.44; another $2 increase 
in September 2014, from $12.44 to $14.44; and a third 
increase in September 2015 to $16.44. 

“Jackson Energy’s finances began declining in 
2012 as a result of increasing operations costs. Final 
financial figures were not available until early 2013 for 
management to consider the need for additional rev¬ 
enue. Jackson Energy then had to perform an extensive 
cost of service survey before filing with the Kentucky 
Public Service Commission. The request was filed in 
August 2013. 

In its statement, the PSC said Jackson Energy “should 
have known much sooner that its finances were declin¬ 
ing and should have moved with more urgency to ad¬ 
dress the issue.” 

Jackson Energy’s last rate increase came in June 
2008. 

The utility serves about 51,240 customers in Lee, 
Owsley, Powell, Breathitt, Estill, Jackson, Wolfe, Clay, 
Garrard, Laurel, Leslie, Madison, Pulaski and Rock¬ 
castle counties. 


Parole hearings 
set for 12 

Parole hearings are scheduled this month for nine people 
convicted in Lee County and three in Owsley. Some are 
parole eligible this month, including some that were con¬ 
victed earlier this year. 

Lee County: Deborah Bowman, housed in the Kentucky 
Correctional Institute for Women, is eligible for parole in 
May. She was convicted February 22,2010 for possession 
of a controlled substance in the first degree. 

Jim Bob Lowe, housed in the Luther Luckett Cor¬ 
rectional Complex, is eligible for parole in May. He was 
convicted on April 19,2010 of promoting contraband in 
the first degree. 

Betty M. Thorpe, housed in the Casey County Detention 
Center, is eligible for parole in May. She was convicted 
September 24, 2012 of unlawful imprisonment in the 
first degree. 

John Brashears, housed in the Three Forks Regional Jail, 
is eligible for parole this month. Brashears was convicted 
on January 21 of this year for receiving stolen property 
over $500, but under $10,000. 

James Burton, housed in the Three Forks Regional Jail, 
is eligible for parole this month. Burton was convicted Jan¬ 
uary 21 of this year for trafficking in a controlled substance 
in the first degree (less than two grams of heroin). 

James David Fultz, housed in the Three Forks Regional

Southside renovation steps taken 


The Lee County School Board last Thursday evening 
took the first steps toward the renovation of Southside 
Elementary School. 

In a called meeting, the board decided on the type 
of heating and air-conditioning it wants; approved the 
plan to submit to the state for approval; and selected 
the firm it wants to conduct soil sampling. 

A consultant to the architect told the board that he 
believed a type of HVAC known as VRV (variable 
regrigarant volume) would be best for the type of con¬ 
struction plan (phases) that is to be used. He also said 
that it costs $300,000 less than geothermal, which the 
board had asked to be looked at. 

The board approved VRV. 

In approving its plan to go to the state, the board also 
included the construction manager’s fee of $ 160,000 for 
the first phase. The Codell Company from Winchester 
is the construction manager. 

The architect recommended, and the board accepted, 
a company called CSI to conduct five soil borings. They 


are necessary to know the weight the soil can take so 
there is no future cracking in the additions. 

The first phase of the construction concerns primarily 
several new classrooms to absorb the students who will 
be moving from Beattyville Elementary. 

That phase costs $2.3 million. 

Phase Two, which costs an estimated $6.7 million, 
will include a new kitchen/hinchroom and extensions 
to the gymnasium. 

During the meeting, Director of Pupil Personnel 
Ray Shuler shared the latest school calendar with the 
Enterprise. 

It shows the last day for students being June 3. Howev¬ 
er, that was before this most recent snow and ice, which 
closed schools again. Already, Lee County students had 
missed 22 days because of inclement weather. 

The calendar shows three days in April that the board 
could use if it so decides. Those days, April 2, 3 and 4 
are for professional development and Kentucky Educa¬ 
tion Association meetings. 


Constables oppose proposed bill 


Lee County Constable Jonathan Shuler, 
who is also the executive director of the 
Kentucky Constables Association, is fighting 
against proposed state legislation that could 
eliminate many of not all constables. 

According to Shuler, HB 158, which is in a 
House committee, would permit fiscal courts 
to decide if they wanted to have constables 
in their counties. 

He said rural counties, such as Lee, need 
constables because other law enforcement 
officers are too few and spread too thin. 


“Constables are valuable to rural areas,” 
he said Thursday. 

Shuler himself has worked 42 felonies 
and 24 misdemeanors over the past two and 
a half years. Also he works as a bailiff in 
the courts once or twice a week. He works 
accidents. He flags traffic. He answers calls, 
and he serves papers. 

Shuler is asking that all local residents 
contact state Rep. Toby Herald of Beattyville 
to ask him to work against the bill.

Religious discrimination 
in America

The Time is Now to Make 
Kentucky A Right to Work 
State 

Thank goodness for West 
Virginia. It’s a statement 
we often hear when a survey 
comes out ranking Ken¬ 
tucky at or near the bottom 
in regards to our health or 
our economy. USA Today 
recently published a report 
entitled “The Most Miser¬ 
able States in the USA” 
that based on survey re¬ 
sults ranking Kentucky as 
the second most miserable 
state in the country. Only 
West Virginia was ranked 
worse in the survey. 

It’s proof that we in Ken¬ 
tucky have remained stag¬ 
nant for too long, and we 
as a Commonwealth must 
take bold steps to overcome 
it. That is why the Kentucky 
Right to Work Act was filed 
this week. 

The Act, which was filed 
as House Bill 496 , simply 
states “...no employee shall 
be required, as a condi¬ 
tion of employment or to 
stay employed to become 
a member of a labor orga¬ 
nization or pay any dues.” 
Those of us who advocate 
for right to work fully sup¬ 
port a person’s right to join 
a union, but at the same 
time we also fully support 
the right for a person not to 
join one as well. 

The reasons for filing the 
Right to Work Act are based 
on independent studies and 
data that show states with 
right to work laws have an 
advantage when attracting 
new businesses and ex¬ 
panding their economies. 
The U.S. Department of 
Commerce reported the 
percentage growth in total 
private sector jobs over 
the past decade was 15.3 
percent for states with right 
to work laws, and 7.3 per¬ 
cent in states without them. 
Kentucky’s rate was a slug¬ 


gish 6.9 percent. 

According to the U.S. 
Labor Department’s Bu¬ 
reau of Labor Statistics, the 
percentage growth in real 
private-sector employee 
compensation in states with 
right to work laws is 14.2 
percent, compared to 6.1 
percent in states without 
right to work laws. Like 
with the previous statistics, 
Kentucky ranked low at 4.3 
percent. 

These are just two ex¬ 
amples of why Kentucky 
must move out of the way 
of the free market like In¬ 
diana, Tennessee, and even 
Michigan has done to en¬ 
able more job creation and 
let our citizens find better 
opportunities for employ¬ 
ment, while strengthening 
our economy and putting 
more real dollars in the 
pockets of our workers. 
That is why the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce, 
the Kentucky Association 
of Manufacturers, the As¬ 
sociation of Builders and 
Contractors of Kentuckiana 
and a host of local chambers 
support House Bill 496 . 

It’s time to bring real 
choice to the Common¬ 
wealth and make Kentucky 
a right to work state.

Pruning tips 

Ted Johnson, CEA for Agriculture 


Pruning is a necessary 
part of home orchard care. 
Prune trees to direct growth, 
maintain health, and man¬ 
age fruit-bearing potential. 
The discussion here covers 
only guidelines specific to 
pruning fruit trees. 

Pruning Guidelines 
•Prune all fruit and nut trees 
at planting time. Cut just 
above the height where you 
want the lowest branches 
to grow (usually 30 to 40 
inches above the ground). 
•Prune young trees very 
lightly; heavy pruning de¬ 
lays fruiting. 

•Prune mature trees more 
heavily, especially if they 
have shown little growth. 
•Prune the top portion of 
trees more heavily than the 



lower portion. 

•Train young trees in the 
first few years after planting 
to avoid corrective pruning 
later. Spread main scaffolds 
to a 45 0 to 6o° angle from 
the trunk. 

•To keep trees small (unless 
they are dwarf trees) prune 
moderately every year and 
do not apply excess fertil¬ 
izer, manure, or compost. 
•Prune during the dormant 
season (after fall or early 
winter freezes, but before 
full bloom in spring). 
•When removing large 
limbs, first cut partially 


through from the underside 
about 6 inches out from the 
collar, then make a second 
cut from the top a little far¬ 
ther out, cutting all the way 
through until the branch 
falls away. Finally, cut the 
stub back to the branch 
collar. Do not remove the 
branch collar. 

•There is no need to paint 
pruning wounds. The best 
protection for a wound is to 
leave the branch collar in¬ 
tact so the tree is protected 
from wood-rotting fungi.
